-It is quite possible that the 
Chinese and the Soviets may offer 
‘ Japan a peace treaty or, if not 
that, at least a widescale trade 
- agreément. Neither Russia nor 
Communist China has regognized 
the treaty signed by Japan with 
the United States and many other 
countries last year.

Truman Plans World Trip After 
Jan. 20, Would Check on Point IV

WASHINGTON, Aug. 19—Presi- 
dent Truman is planning a trip 


“around the world” with Mrs. Tru- 
man after he leaves the White 
House Jan. 20, it was learned yes- 
terday. 

White House informants said 
Truman has not yet fixed a date 
for starting his trip nor has he 
decided which countries he will 
visit, but he has indicated to 
friends that the trip is uppermost 
in his mind as he contemplates 
his future as a private citizen. 

In particular, it is known that 
he would like to visit some of the 
countries receiving American aid 
under the Point IV program of 
technical assistance which he 
launched with his inauguration 
speech in 1949. He is anxious to 
see at-~first hand hew the pro- 


gram, in which he takes a close 
interest, is working. . Thus, his 
trip is likely to take him to the 
Middle East and Asia. 

He also wants to visit Europe, 
where his decisions as President 
have had profound effects on its 
recovery from World War II and 
its military buildup to meet pos- 
sible Soviet aggression. 

Truman has been outside of the 
United States seven times since 
he succeeded to the Presidency on 
the death of President Roosevelt 
in 1945. 

Previously, his only foreign 
travel was to France with the 
Army in World War I. 

While he would travel as a pri- 
vate citizen, he clearly would get 
a tumultuous reception wherever 
he decided to go. Truman's popu- 
larity abroad is not dimmed by 
criticism of his policies at home.

KANSAS CITY MAYOR 
ADMITS ST. LOUIS 
WON VOTE HONORS 


Mayor William E. Kemp of 
Kansas City today conceded the 
defeat of his city in the contest 
with St. Louis over which would 
turn out the largest percentage 
of its voters in the primary elec- 
tion of last Aug. 5. 

In a telegram to Mayor Joseph 
M. Darst, Kemp -said about 26 
per cent of Kansas City’s popula- 
tion voted in the governorship 
race as compared with more than 
27 per cent of this city’s resi- 
dents, using the 1950 census 
‘figures. A similar result prevailed 
on the basis of percentage of reg- 
istered voters, with Kansas City 
voting 54 per cent and St. Louis 
more than 59 per cent. 

Mayor Darst expressed gratifi- 
cation over the manner in which 
St. Louisans met Mayor Kemp's 
challenge but he pointed out there 
was still plenty of room for im- 
provement, Results of a similar 
contest between St. Louis and 
other cities with American League 
baseball teams will not be known 
until after the general -election 
Nov. 4.

* Maker Acts Under Al- 
lied Laws to Split Up 
Industrial Empires, 


BONN, Aug. 19 (AP) — Ger- 
many’s No. 1 munitions makers, 
the Krupps, want to sell their 
vast steel and coal holdings which 
have armed the German war ma- 


chine in two world wars. 

The huge firm’s 44-year-old 
head, Alfried Krupp, has asked 
permission of “Allied and West 
German officials for such a trim- 
ming of the family empire. 
Apparently the firm would re- 
tain such other big enterprises 
as locomotive and truck plants, 
shipbuilding works and real estate 
holdings. 

Krupp submited his proposals 
to sell the coal and steel in- 
dustries in accordance with Allied 
occupation laws requiring the 
split-up of vast industrial em- 
pires. The Allies believe such 
economic concentrations helped 
spur the Germans to war. 

Proposals Studied. 

Experts of the Allied High 
Commission have studied Krupp’s 
proposals but are awaiting an 
opinion from the German Govern- 
ment before approving them. 

The Allied deconcentration 
laws, now accepted by the West 
German Government, require that 
empires such as Krupps must be 
broken up with the sale of many 
of their companies as independent 
units. These laws are similar to 
United States anti-trust laws call- 
ing for competition in related 
industries and trying to prevent 
any one firm from dominating 
a whole field.

TYPHOID GASES RISE TO 19 
AT NEW YORK CHILDREN’S CAMP

NEW YORK, Aug. 19—Two 
more - youngsters who attended 
the Hi-Li day camp at a beach 
in New York were reported as 
typhoid cases yesterday. The 
city’s health department an- 
nounced that the camp director 
had agreed to keep the institu- 
tion closed for the rest of the 
camp season. 

The two cases brought the total 
of positive cases to 19 out of 42 
reported illnesses among campers 
and staff members, It is the city’s 
first typhoid epidemic since 1946. 

A health department represen- 
tative said that all children who 
have had typhoid and all the 
camp’s staff members would be 
kept under observation for a year 
to determine whether they have 
become typhoid carriers. The de- 
partment found the source of the 
typhoid in the camp to be a 
woman cook who apparently un- 
wittingly spread typhoid in the 
lunches she prepared.

PRENTISS, Miss., Aug. 19 (AP) 
—Murder charges against Elaine 
Forman, indicted in the March

indictments on appeal from the 
woman's attorneys that the orig- 
inal trial judge, Burkitt Collins 
had been “prejudicial and too 
specific” in his charge to the 
Forest county grand jury. The 
33-year-old Salt Lake City (Utah) 
woman was remanded to the 
Forest county jail until the next 
meeting of the grand jury.

The fabrics are used 
to give the fashions a specific tag

Since that time the Army has 
discovered that the Japanese can 
make many items as cheap or 
cheaper than the same item can 
be made and shipped from the 
states. Washington has _ ruled, 
however, that the Army must not 
pay more than the United States 
price for any item plus an addi- 
tional 10 per cent to cover ship- 
ping costs. 

Army purchases in Japan have 
covered almost every conceivable 
item from glass eyes and vaccine 
to railroad ties, napalm bomb 
tanks, dried fish and Bibles print- 
ed in Korea. 

The Japanese have supplied the 
Army enough barbed wire—642,- 
000. coils—to go around the world 
50 times, a mathematician here 
says. 

Some -of the ‘biggest United 
States purchases have been in 
coal, iron and textiles. It is no 
longer a secret that Japan is pro- 
ducing ammunition for United 
Nations forces.

This approach will meet a ready response 


among thoughtful Americans. Yet how difficult 
it is to switch from negative to positive think-. 


ing is well illustrated by Mr. Dulles’ own elaho- 
ration of his position. As if charmed by a fatal 
fascination, Mr. Dulles keeps returning to the 
idea of countering Soviet influence—in Europe, 
in the underdeveloped areas or behind the Iron 
Curtain—as the basic principle on which Amer- 
ican diplomacy should be based. Taking the 
initiative against Communism may be somewhat 
more dynamic than merely defending oneself 
against Communism, but a policy based on 
being “against” something falls short of the 
high standards Mr. Dulles sets. 


Perhaps the mistake is to make Communism, | 


or Moscow, or the Soviet sphere of influence, 
the starting point of our thinking. 

Perhaps the starting point should be rather 
the social and economic situations which permit 
Communism to arise. 

The Soviet doctrine never develops much 
dynamism unless it has been preceded by a 
failure of some previous system to meet the 
needs of a people. It is a parasite dynamism, 
feeding on collapse and anarchy. The counter- 
dynamic which the free world needs is there- 
fore not so much a reply to Communism as a 
reply to the conditions out of which Commu- 
nism emerges. The cause and not the conse- 
quence should be the target of a positive and 
creative American policy. 

Mr. Dulles lays great stress upon “subvert- 
ing” the peoples now behind the Iron Curtain 
—“subverting” them for freedom. If our policy 
is to be addressed to root causes rather than to 
effects, however, we must ask ourselves whether 
an effort to imitate the Communists in the field 
of subversion can really succeed. 

ye » we 

It is true that Americans have historically 
been opposed to despotism, just as they now 
oppose the Soviet type of despotism. But we 
never did expend much effort in trying to over- 
throw czars and emperors. We took the view 
that freedom flourishes where the soil encour- 
ages it; that the soil can be fed, but the plant 
cannot be forced. 

For many years we concerned ourselves 
mainly with establishing the conditions of free- 
dom at home. Today the world is smaller and 
we have an interest in establishing those condi- 
tions elsewhere too. But the problem is still to 
cultivate the soil and not to force the plant. 


Instead of. copying Communist tactics of sub- 
version for which as a free people we have little 
real talent, we may find that the best way to 
succeed is to help others do what we have 
tried to do—build a society that is proof against 
Communism because it is proof against the 
social and economie ills that breed Communism.

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Bigotry in the Campaign 


It would be as clean and fresh as an evening 


breeze if the nation could go through this one . 


presidential election campaign without appeals 
to bigotry and bias. 

Both the Republican and the Democratic na- 
tional chairmen have pledged themselves. to 
denounce any injection of religious or race 
hatreds into the campaign. We hope they both 
back up the pledge with stern enforcement 
action all down the line from national to state 
and local organizations. And we further hope 


that the public will back them up by making it — 


plain to the purveyors of group hatred that 
their noisome commodity is not wanted. 
Unfortunately, pledges and good intentions at 
the top do not always counteract this unlovely 
aspect of political campaigns.

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Chance to Build Schools 

Many Missouri public school districts would 
like to put up new schools but cannot, They 
lack the funds for capital improvements, nor 
can they borrow them. The State Constitution 
limits borrowing by school districts to 5 per 
cent of theif assessed property valuation, and 
districts that have reached that limit are at a 
dead end. 

There is no problem in St. Louis, where the 
school system could more than double its debt 
and still be well below the limit. But in St. 
Louis county, where youngsters are moving into 
the schools faster than buildings can be pro- 
vided for them, there is a real and pressing 
problem. A great many county school districts 
are already at, or close to, the constitutional 
ceiling and the children are still flocking to 
school. The same is true of many outstate 
districts. 

The Clayton district, one of the richest in the 
county, is within $303,000 of its debt ceiling. 
It has been close to its limit for several years. 
The hardship this has worked on the system is 
perhaps best illustrated by its efforts to build 
a new high school. 

Shortly after the war, district residents voted 
$1,000,000 in bonds for the high school. Ma- 
terials were short and construction was tem- 
porarily put off. By the time materials were 
available, prices had gone up and the bond

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Zatopek’s Double in Brass

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Until After Election 


The {idea of calling a special session of 
Congress to deal with inflation. appears to be 
fading, and perhaps it is just as well. 

No doubt much of the attractiveness of the 
idea in the first place sprang from the very 
human but often unsuccessful impulse to repeat 
the pattern of a success. Mr. Truman e¢alled a 
special session to deal with inflation in 1948, 
thereby sharpening the division between himself 
and the Eightieth Congress and contributing to 
his re-election. The notion of repeating these 
tactics in the hope of the same result was 
bound to arise. 

But several of the circumstances are different 
today. For one thing, the Eightieth Congress 
was controlled by the Republicans, whereas the 
Eighty-second has a Democratic majority. For 
another thing, President Truman is not running. 
The political consequences of a special session 
therefore cannot be calculated as favorably as 
they were in 1948. 

Nor can it be considered established as yet 
that a new price control law would help the 
present situation. Very little of the current rise 
in the cost of living can be attributed to the 
weakness of the legislation now in effect, even 
though that weakness be conceded. So far, the 
principal rise has been in food prices. Most 
foods, however, are still selling below parity at 
the farm level, and neither Democrats nor Re- 
publicans are likely to support legislation that 
takes the farm price below parity. 

A stronger price control law may be needed 
later, but trying to get the present Congress to 
write it in the midst of an election campaign 
is not a promising prospect. Unless prices get 
out of-hand altogether it is probably better all 
around for the problem to be postponed until 
after election.

relatives, to “courtesy relatives,” and finally with friends of 
‘the child’s own age. Through all of these the child learns to 
‘take a more objective view of his own home and to see his 
parents in a more realistic light, for what they really are. 
-Incidentally, he frequently discovers that there is a consider- 
‘able amount of dissension among his kinfolk, especially be- 
‘tween those on his father’s side and those on his mother's 
side,

off than Aunt Nettie, they are 
certainly putting up a most mar- 
velous facade. 

But the problems of the spin- 
ster, though on the way to solu- 
tion, have still a long way to go. 

Clearly, the most effective of 
the road blocks in the path of 
any woman’s biological destiny is 
the confirmed bachelor. The 
bachelor is a declining species 
but there are still some three to 
four million of them 30 years old 
and older, most of whom presum- 
ably will not marry; and as long 
as this is so, somebody’s going 
to be biologically frustrated even 
if the American woman is as 
lovely as Cleopatra. 

It is refreshing to note that a 
great many bachelors are no bet- 
ter pleased with their status than 
is the single woman. Not long 
ago, I wrote an article on the 
whys and wherefores of bachelor- 
dom and my mail was heavy with 
letters from men who explained 
forlornly that they didn’t marry 
because, for one reason or an- 
other it was impossible. 

The bachelor-on-purpose is 
something else again and linking 
him with the growing world of 
understanding between men and 
women is not easy. But even 
these last bastions are falling as 
women come to understand the 
reasons which make men bache- 
lors; and the modern woman does 
understand far better than her 
grandmother. 

In spite of her own affection 
for the married state, she has a 
rueful comprehension of a man’s 
longing for liberty. In fact, ac- 
cording to recent polls, she thinks 
she loses more freedom than he 
does when she marries! So she 
knows why he is suddenly over- 
whelmed with terror at _ the 
thought of the altar; and her heart 
is more than a little bit with him 
when he shies in alarm at the 
words “till death do us part.” 

But she may not understand 
that men. often retreat from mar- 
riage, not because they are less 
willing to take responsibility 
than she is but because they see 
the responsibility with so frighten- 
ing a clarity.

Destructive Behavior

OUR child is destructive! Nothing is safe around the house! 
ss Some of his destruction seems to be accidental. He just 
has bad luck with vases and lamps and breakable ashtrays. 
But at other times there is no question about it—he seems 
to break and to destroy things on purpose, and he seems to get 
-* a good deal of satisfaction out of this destructiveness. 
And you want to know what you can do about it. How can 
. you stop him? Should you punish him? Why does he do it? 
Dr. Nina Ridenour, in a recent pamphlet entitled “When 
a Child Is Destructive”—which can be purchased for 10 cents 


.. from The New York State Society for Mental Health, 105 East 
- += Twenty-second street, New York City—has some interesting 


suggestions to make on what to do about the child’s destruc- 
tiveness.

FIRST OF ALL she makes this comment: “All children 
break and destroy things. To keep your composure and see it 
from the child’s view is sometimes hard, but it is quite neces- 
sary for the child’s sake as well as for the peace and order of 
the household.” 

She warns us to remember that many instances of destruc- 
tion are accidental. And that a perfectly normal wish to ex- 
plore and to investigate—one of the main drives of the child 
of run-about-age—often leads to disastrous results. He doesn’t 
mean to do many of the destructive things he does. 

x * * 

AND SO OUR FIRST ATTACK on the problem of de- 
structiveness can well be to go about reducing the amount of 
accidental destruction. Dr. Ridenour makes the following con- 
erete suggestions for this: 

Check over your whole house and see what things you 
ean move or put away so that the child won’t get mixed up 
with them. There is a great deal that you can do to give him 
greater freedom and at the same time protect your treasures. 


Be sure if you possibly can that the child has a good place — 


where he can safely carry out his more vigorous activities. 

Try to stop situations which are likely to end up in acci- 
dents—such as bouncing a ball in the living room—before the 
accident happens. Don’t just trust to luck that this time no 
accident will occur. | 

Realize that carelessness with material things is natural 
in the majority of children, Many of them will outgrow this 
in time. 

And, lastly, start out by expecting a good deal of wear 
and tear, at least in all parts of the house which are used by 
the child..

Lock and Dam No. 1 is now in 
the ranks of the horsecar, the 
kerosene lamp, “The Great Train 
Robbery,” the Morse telegraph 
key, and the cat’s-whisker radio. 
Yet it is no relic of the winning 
of the West nor of pioneer days 
in Missouri. It’s an early twenti- 
eth century structure, which 
served a semi-useful purpose for 
somewhat less than a quarter of 
the century and has stood idle 
for more than two decades. 


Nevertheless a lot of. flavor 
and a little slice of central Mis- 
souri history hover over this 
gaunt relic of a time when life 
was simpler and more remote 
along the quiet Osage. L. & D. 
No. 1—it has no high-sounding 
name, though perhaps it might 
have been called Lauf Dam— 
nestles in a green valley, flanked 
by the wooded hills of Cole and 
Osage counties, It is 11 miles 
southeast of Jefferson City, two 
miles upstream from the High- 
way 50 bridge over the Osage 
and 12 miles from the confluence 
. the Osage with the Missouri 
river. 


This obsolete facility continues 


‘to be listed as one of the projects 
in the Missouri Basin Interagency . 


Committee’s program for devel- 
opment of the Missouri river 
valley. ~ 

L. & D. No. 1 is the property 
of the Army’s Corps of Engineers, 
who long have had navigation 
among their civil functions. It 
cost $728,600 to build. Of course, 
that’s not much of a project these 
days; the Engineers are current- 
ly spending more than $268,000.- 
000 to construct Garrison Dam 
on the Missouri in North Dakota. 
Operation and maintenance of L. 
& D. No. 1 has cost about $305,- 
000 since it was erected. That fig- 
ure approaches half of the orig- 
inal investment. Recently the 
maintenance cost was running 
about $7500 a year, but one of the 
two employes was dropped in 
April, 1951, and the other some 
months ago. Not a penny is being 
spent there now and the muddy 
remainder of last year’s flood has 
not been cleaned up. 


Maintenance actually was for a 
group of frame buildings and the 
eight-acre grounds adjoining the 
lock on the Cole county side. No 
effort has been made for years 
to keep the dam or lock in con- 
dition. Back in 1946 the Engi- 
neers considered removal of the 
dam and lock, but figured it 
would cost $250,000. Not having 
money on hand for that purpose, 
the idea was dropped. 


For some time the Engineers 
have been looking around quietly 
for somebody to take over the 
establishment, “lock, stock and 
barrel,” you might say. The right 
applicant can have it for 25 years 
entirely free of rent—but subject 
to maintaining the grounds and 
buildings, though not the lock 
and dam proper. Such a lessee 
can improve and add to the facil- 
ities if desired: Present laws pro- 
hibit either the gift or the out- 
right sale of the place without 
special congressional consent,

LIGIBLE lessees include fed- 
F erai, state and local govern- 

mental agencies and worthy 
private organizations with laud- 
able purposes. There have been 
inquiries from some of the latter 
type, such as veterans’ groups, 
federal. employes at Jefferson 
City, and state prison guards, but 
nothing has come of it so far. 

"Way back in 1888 Congress 
authorized a survey of the Osage 
river with a view to building a 
navigation lock and dam near the 
mouth.

ESTERDAY I said that the 


The last cabin in New Salem 
was given up more than a cen- 
tury ago.

With such a record, one may 
wonder how there happens to be 
a group of cabins known as “Lin- 
coln’s New Salem” in existence 
today. The answer is that a new 


village has been built during the 
present century to take the place 
of the old one.

FRIENDS of Lincoln started 
the work of building. They locat- 
ed spots where old cabins had 
stood, and set up new ones in 
their plate. Before the work was 
half done, the funds gave out, but 
the Américan ment pro- 
vided the help of young men who 
belonged to the CCC. 
As a result we now have a yil- 


lage, which is, as nearly as|} 


humanly possible, a duplicate of 
the place where Lincoln lived 
during his young manhood. Some 
of the original logs were found 
and put in place, but most of the 
logs in the cabins were cut from 
trees felled during the past 40 
years. 

Not only were the cabins built 
again; they also were furnished. 
Wherever possible, pieces of fur- 
niture from old New Salem were 
gathered and in the cabins. 
To take the place of lost items, 
furniture and other objects dat- 
ing back to the same period of 
backwoods were obtained.
